The construction of the extension to the Museum building is 
nearing completion. The extension was expected to be 
completed early in 1935, but owing to necessary alterations 
and additions which are being carried out, it will not be ready 
for occupation till late in'the year. A considerable amount 
of spade work will have to be done in connection 'with the 
•Jay-'OUt of the exhibition galleries before the extension is opened 
t^^the public. 

As the Curators of the Sections have been making preliminary 
plans for displaying exhibits in the new galleries, major 
improvements to the existing collections have not been under¬ 
taken by them. Nevertheless several noteworthy additions have 
been made to the collections in the various Sections. 

Some members of the staff of the Natural History Section 
'Were deputed on several important surveys in India and Burma, 
with a view to collecting mammab, birds, reptiles, amphibians 
and fish. The Museum collection has benefited considerably 
by these surveys. 

It is worthy of note that Nawab Sir Akbar Hydar jung has 
very generously presented his interesting collection of copies of 
the Ajanta frescoes to the Museum, which the Trustees have 
gratefully accepted. 

, The iconographical Section has been considerably enriched 
} by the addition of no less than 60 icons of Vaishnavite, S aivite 
and Sakta schools. 

Important catalogue and labelling works were completed 
during the year under report. Tbe Persian and Arabic 
inscriptions on the arms and armour of the Sir Ratan Tata Art 
collection were translated and a catalogue of the inscriptions 
printed. An exhaustive catalogue of the coins of Sultana of 
Gujerat in the collections of this and other Museums has been 
prepared and is being printed. This will be the first printed 
catologue of its kind and its publication, it is believed, will 
bring to light many new coins of the rulers of this dynasty. 

The usual work of classifying, arranging, labelling exhibits 
and other activities were preceded with during the year, and 
various pawrs and articles on Interesting subjects were also 
published ny the staff of the different Sections of the Museum. 

The progt^s of the working of the main Sections is detailed 
in the sub-joined Reports of the Curators,

TO MARCH 1935. 

coNsntucnoN of the new museum wmc. 

T^e construction of the new wing of the Museum was taten in hand 
during the year, and its completiDn is being looked forward to. as the 
new Galleries will afford a much needed relief to the Art Section which at 
present is very much over-crowded, and will enable the fins bequest ' 

the Ute Sir Dorah Tata s exhibits to be suitably displayed to tb'e 
public. 

PERSONNEL. 

The Curator proceeded on seven months* leave to Europe, and was 
also deputed by the Government of Bombay to supervise the Section of 
the Bombay Presidency 's exhibits at the E^bition of Modem Indian 
Art in London which wls held in December 1934. He resumed charge 
of the Section on 4th January 1935. 

During the absence of the Curator on leave, the Assistant Curator, 

Mr. E, D'Lima, was in charge of the Art Section. 

The Gallery Assistant and Clerk availed theniselves of one month's 
leave. 

CURATOR’S REPORT ON HIS TOUR OF EUROPEAN MUSEUMS. 

As the state of some of the old Western paintings in the Museum has ^ 
btsen causing some anxiety, th* Curator. Mr, Gladstone Solomon, was ^ 
asked, while on leave in Europe, to enquire into the latest methods of 
preservation and protection of paintings and Museum specimens in 
use in the European Museums. This weS with special reference to the 
question of the prevention of the expansion and contraction of oil paintings 
owing to the deteriorating effects of climate and variations in temperature, 
and humidity. 

Some very useful and valuable information on this subject was collected, 
thanks to the cordial assistance and advice of several experts whom 
Mr. Solomon consulted on the subject, and who placed all the necessary 
information, with copious notes, at his disposal, for which the Curator is 
extremely obliged to them. 

The Curator it particularly indebted to Professor Congtablc. Director 
of the Courtauld Institute of Art London.and Mr. J. MacIntyre, Senior 
^gmeer, H. M.V Office of Works. Westminster, who also kindly referred 
liun to several oihef e^q^rts in France and America.

PRESERVAITDN OF PICRJBES, FABRICS, ETC 

The usual wort of cleaning the show cases and exhibits, wring ^d 
disinfecting the fabrio. and preservation of picture* and Manuscripts 
was carried <Ait refeularly every month. 

During the year tbc total number of cases of all exhibits cleaned was 
about 400. while about 600 draperies, carpets, etc., were aird and 
disinfected; 400 pieces from the Armoury were cleaned of their rust 
stains and coated with vaseline. 

The frames and backs of all the pictures were cleaned and sprayed 
with clwmicals as a protection against destructive insects. The usual 
chemical preservatlii'cs were replenished In the cases (tom time to time 
after cleaning operations. Several pictures bad to Ik taken down rom 
damp walls, and others were opened and cleaned of damp and mildew 
owing to the effects of the monsoon. 

SHIFTING OF PICTURES AND EXHIBITS. 

The general painting of the Museum premises necessitated the 
temporary dosing of the Art galleries to the public. ^ Wring of the 
picture* from the walls and the temporary removal of exhibit* required 
the greatest care in handlinB, and fortunately no damage was done to 
any of the exhibits and pictures. 

The taking down of the pictures, gave the staff the opportunity to 
. examine several of the exhibit* more closely. TbougH nothing renonsly 
amiss was found, some of the frames were opened, cleaned, and treated 
with chemicals. Some were also rebached with American cloth, and 
painted on the backs to prevent the attacks of white ants, 

PHOTOCRAPHS AND PUBLICITY. 

Complete Hits of all the half-tone blocks, and of all negative* of Art 
Section exhibits were compiled for the offire record*. 

The gold, silver, and jade exhibits were photographed in their caws, 
as also aU newly acquired piclures. lor purpose* of record. 

A thousand picture poaleard* of the Aywiia picture “ A Prince and 
Princes* *’ were reprinted, for sale at the Museum counter, the old 
• reproductiona being nearly sold mit. 


Requests for photo^apb of Museum eshfbita and for peonLssiou to 
reproduce them I n publ icahons. were many.

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REPORT OF THE ARCHEOLOGICAL SECTION, PRINCE . 
OF WALES MUSEUM. FOR THE YEAR 1934-35. 


PERSONNEL 

The Curator was away on leave on average pay for two months from the 
15th of April 1934. The A^istant Curator offic.iate£l for him diinog that 
period. 

The .Assistant Curator was sent out on tour to soioe of the States in 
Raiputana and Central India to study the local coinage and the history 
oR the old mints. After touring round for about a month and a half 
he returned to the headquarters in the middle of February * 

REARRANGEMENT. 

The bringing in of Sir Dorab TataV collection of Art Exhibits in the 
early part of the year necessitated some rearrangement in the galleries of 
p this Section^ Space had to fee created in Gallery No. 7 by collecting all 
the en^elled tiles in one of the wall-cases and vacating the other one 
for storing some of the China-ware and other exhibits of this colleclion. 

Due to the demolition of the Servants" Quarters io connection with the 
construction of the New Wing of the Museum Building, the Sectian lost 
its rooms used as Laboratory and Darb Room. The Scientific cleaning 
and photographic work could not, however, be allowed to suffer on that 
account, and hence the'comar rooms of the Brahmajiical and Buddhistic 
galleries had to be reclaimed and turned into the Scientific Laboratoiy and 
^Dark Room, respectively. Antiquities removed from these rooms arc 
temporarily exhibited ehewhere pending their proper dispersal at the time 
of rearrangement following the completion and occupation of the New 
Wing. 

Mr. G. E. L+ Carter's Collection of -stone implements vras class!Red 
and rearranged with the help of Lieut. K. R, U.Todd of the Royal Indian 
Marine, who is a critical student of the Prehistoric Stone Implements^ 

NUMISMATICS. 

Numisnoatics demanded greater attention of the staff of this Section 
during the year under report. 

Preparation of an exhaustive Catalogue of the Coins of Sultans of 
Gujarat existing in this as well as other museums was expedited. It 
is now in the press and is expected to be out shortly. It would be the 
first Catalogue of its kind and the Trustees of this museum will have thr 
privilege of publishing the same. 
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Exhibition and scientiRc arrarigemcnt of the coins of later Mughtls 
as well as those of the East India Company having: been finished in the 
early part of the >'car, the re-exafninatipn and arrangement of the Native 
State Coins iii the Cabinet y^as taken up, EKtring the remaining part of 
the year rlmost all the coins of Western Indian Stales, such as Baroda, 
Bbavnagar, Cambay, Chbota-Udalpur, Janjira, Junagodh* Jainnagar» 
Kntch and Lunawada, etc., were examined* classified and exhibited. 
Many new coiiwi and points for consideration have, in this connection^ 
come lo iight, which wilt be published in due course for the information 
of the Numismatists. 

Besides this, the coins acquired by way of distrlbuLion (under the 
Treasure Trove Act), presentation or purchases after the exhibition W'^ 
over, were all incorporated in the raspective Cabinet Sections, 

Turning to the cxaminatjon tif coins outside the museum Cabinet, k 
could be seen that more than 8i.000 coins were submitted for examination 
by various collectors and dealers during the year* 

In addition to this, the coins found in various parts of the Bombay 
PreBidency (including those of some Native States) were received lor 
examination through the Bombay Branch of the Royal Asiatic Society 
or the State Authorities. AIJ these were examined and returned with 
reports as to the value and utility of acquiiition and distrihutlon of the 
finds. 

Kathiawar haa hitherto yielded the richest crop of Kshatrapa coma, 
which has not only fulfilled the needs of Indian Museums hut has also 
adequately adorned the several cabinets of the world. Two more hoards 
consisting of about 1,100 Kahatrapa coins recently found were submitted 
for examination by the Dewan of Junagadh during the year under report. ‘ 
The Curator examined the coins and before both the lots were returnedp 
a proposal was m^e to ™lce them available for dialrsbudon to varioua 
Mnseuma and cabinets of literary and research Societies on the lines of the 
distribution of Treasure Trove cdinSp after reserving a representative set 
for the State Museum. Mr, P, R. Cadelh l.C.S,, the then Diwan. very 
much appreciated the proposal and baa agreed to issue inslrurflons 
accordingly.

Labels for tbe Noti Muhammatlan Coin Cabinets on llie [ines o{ those 
for other cabinets were drafted, printed and pUced In position. 

A card index for all the exhibited coins of Gujarat Sultans is prepared 
and liept in the office for ready reference- They were originally drafted 
in connection with the Catalogue to facilitate the serial arrangement and 
printing of the descriptive portion of coins in correct order. 

A Catalogue of the Coins of the Gujarat Sultans as compiled hy the 
Gallery Assistant and edited by the Curator is in the press and is nearing 
completion. With the publication of this work many new coins of rulers 
of this djiiasty will he brought to light. 

Typed copies of the duplicate as well as the exhibited coins of various 
dynasties in the Cabinet are ready for reference. Lists of duplicate 
coins are intended to he printed shortly and circulated to various museums 
and coin collectors, with a view to exchange or sell the coins for filling 
up gaps in the Museum Cabinet, 

EDUCATION AND RESEARCH. 

Decipherment and translation of Persian, Urdu and Arabic inscriptions 
on the armoury o.f the Art Section continued from the lost year, was 
completed during the early part of the year under report. 

Three more San ads and two Deeds from the Nawahs of Awadh that 
were offered lor sale to the Art Section were examined and returned 
with the report as desired. 

Three electrotype Seals of Sir Walter Raleigh's original ones sent by 
Sir Phiroie Selhna were read and ratumed with historical observation. 

They were later kindly presented by him to this Section. 

The Curator delivered a lantern lecture under the auspices of Gujarati 
jnana Prasarak Mondal on " The Ancient Coinage of India w*ith a view 
to popularize the study of ancient Indian Numismalica. 

The Assistant Curator studied " The Coinage of the Nizams of 
Hyderabad " and read a paper oti the subject before the last Conference 
of the Numismatic Society of India held at Allahabad. He also drafted 
an article on the Arabic inscription from the Jami Masjid, Dabhol, 

The j\ssutant Curator also delivered a lantern lecture on ** The Coins • • 
of Gujarat " under the auspices of Forbes Gujarati Sahittya Sabha, being 
the first of the series of Buddhi Vardhak Vyakhyanamala. 

PHOTOCRAPltV. 

Photographic work of the Section has been considerably extended. 

Such of the copper-plotcs, images, stone slabs and other antiquities as 
w'cre required for study or illustration in connection with the scientific 
work of the Section staff were photographed by the Gallery Assistant. 
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SOENTmC TREATMENT OF EXHIETTS. 

Constant attention has to be poid to the araiquUics exhibited in the 
galleries which require cleaning or presen^ative treatment from lime to 
rime. The Chemical Assistant looked after this woric. In addition to 
this, he cleaned a large number of Treasure Trove Coins and others 
received for examination and report and he also scientifically treated the 
Susan Antiquities some of which wre on the verge of crumbling when 
brought from K. R. Cama Oriental Insiitute. Now they are made safe 
with the preservative coating. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

As usual the Annual Report for the previous and Budget Estimates 
for the current yews were framed and submitted to the Trustees for 
approval and sancUon. Similarl} the Audit Notes and Obiettons were 
also replied to and explained. 

It is unfortunate to record that a minor thsft was committed in the 
Buddhistic Gallery of this Section when hits of gold leaves, beads and 
copper coins among the antiquities from the Stupa at Mirpurkhas (Sind) • 
were removed. The culprit was. however, traced and the coins recovered 
but the gold leaves and beads tliat were already melted down and disposed 
off could rot be recovered. Additional precautions have been lai^ in 
the interest of the greater safety of exhibits. 

Replicas of gold, silver and crystal reliquaries, which held the sacred 
relics of Lx>rd Buddha from Mirpurkhas, were prepared and sent to the 
Director Cencr^ of Archaeology as desired hy him for piescntatJon to the 
Mohabodhi Society. 

ACQUISITIONS. 

Foreign Anriquilics;— 

Pottery', shell bangles tnd other minor antiquiries from Susa, which 
were prcsentid to or purchased by the Managing Body of the K. R. Gma 
Oriental Institute and were lying in the said Inslitution since long, were 
at the request of the museum authorities, lent under certain conditions 
to the Trustees of this Museum for exhibition in tlie Galleries of ilie 
Archaeological Section. 

ICONS. 

iconographical side of the section was enriched to a considerable extent 
dunng the year under report. The acquisirion includes no less than sixty 
icons of Vaishnavitc. S’aivitc and Sakta schools together with a large 
number of articles of worship for the Brahmanical Gallery. A few more 
including the four inscribed Images of different Tirthankars recording 
the names of the donors and the dates of their presentation or instalLtion 

from the Exhibit Fund of the Museum, while others were presented to the 
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section. Names of such honors with the dcteilUi oF their prescntalions are 
recorded in Appendix A (i) to this Report while the descriptions of the 
others arc to be found in section (ii) of the same Appendix. 

INSClUFTlONS. 

A stone slab bearing a Persian inscription from the fort of Anjanvel 
was received as a gift from the Bombay Government through the 
Sub-Division Officer, Public Works Department. Cbiplun (District 
Ralnagiri). 

Negotiations for the acquisition of two important sets of Kadamba 
copper-plates are well-nigh complete. The documents are expected 
to he with us early in the next hnancial year. 

COtKS. 

The Coin Cabinet of the Museum was further enn'ched dnntig the year 
by the addition of 64 gold, 141 silver and 221 copper coins. 

The find of e big hoard of 783 gold coins from Kasur in the District 
of Lahore was responsible for the unusual acquisition of as many as 39 gold 
coins at a time for our Cabinet (fom the Puniab Government. 71 silver 
and 22 copper coins were also received as gifts from various provincial 
GovermnenU. 

Besides these, 25 gold, 70 silver and 199 copper coins were purchased 
from time to time from the Exhibit Fund, as they were offered 
for sale. 

Ar, exhaustive and classified list of coins acquired during the yen' is 
appended as Appendix B to this Report. 

Arrangements arc nearly completed for the acquisition of a splendid 
Collection of the Malwa coins from Mr. G. J, M. Hamilton of Allahabad. 

The addition of the above lot to those already In o«r cabinet will* it is 
hoped, maltc our collection of Malwa coins sufficiently rich. 

BOOKS. 

More than a hundred and fifty publications including a number of 
old boohs, fresh issues of Epigraphica), Numismatic and Historic^ 
periodicals and other works of scholars containing the results of their 
researches in various branches of AreWlogy were added during the 
year to the library of the section. Some ol them arc exceedingly useful • * 
as works of referencif. 

Readers would have * vivid idea of the wide range of subjects covered 
by tlicse hooks by referring to the Appendix C. 

BLOCKS, 5UDCS AND NEGATIVES, ETC. 

In connection with the publications of the Museum, blocks of newly 
acquired exhibits were prepared. Similarly photographs of some of the 
an|iquitics were taken and slides prepared for jllusliating the results of

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research^ or rtudlfi* by tbe memben of tbe staff, with a view to mating - 
the publications or lantern lectures interesting. 

Lists of such bloclcs, negatives and slide# as are added to tbe slocfc of tbe 
section are given at tbe end as Appendices D. E and F respectively.

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REPORT OF THE NATUR4L HISTORY SECTION FOR THE 
YEAR ENDING 3isT ^URCH 1935. 

Sub'Cammittce in charge of the Section. 

The Sub'Commlttee of the Trustees who administered the affairs of 
the Section during the period under review comprised Mr. J. C. Ridland, 
elected Chairman during the absence of Mr. P. M. D, Sanderson from 1st 
of April to the 27th December 1934, Dr. N. A. F. Moos and Mr. S. H. 
Prater. Ori his return Mr. Sanderson resumed the Chaitmatishlp 
of the Sub-Committee of the Natural History Section from 28tb 
December 1934 to end of the current year. 

Finance. 

The funds for the maintenance of the Section for the year were provided 
from (1) a grant of Rs. 28.950 received from the Government of Bombay ; 
(2) in accordance with the terms of agreement between the Bombay 
Natural History Society and the Trustees of the Prince of Wales Museum, 
a grant of Rs. 11,520 was made by the Society being half the cost of the 
salaries of the Curator and two Assistant Curators. 

The emergency cut of 5 per cent, on the grant to the Natural History 
Section referred to in the last Annual Report continued to operate during 
the period undei review. 

Expeditions and Exploration!. 

Vernay Sdtniijic Satvey of the Ecatetn GAoIj—F urther Scientific 
Results of the Survey carried out by the members of the Muitum staff 
wc;e published during the year. Pa.ts VH, Vlll and IX dealing with 
the Biid collections obtained by the Survey appeared in the /ouW of the 
Bombay Natural History Society. The authors. Messrs. H. Whistler 
and N. B. Kinnear of the British Museum, deal de itoUo with the distri¬ 
bution and status of many species. The papers published deal with 
tbc Pipits. Urlcs, Flower-Pecker*, Wood-Peclcer*, Barbets and Cuckoos. 
The thanks of the Museum are due both to Mr. Whistler and Mr. Kinnear.

Tht Ferjaiy-W(5pit£i£»d CAfndifiin Expe^Hon. —Mi. A. S* Veruay, a 
Vice-Patron of the Bombay Natural History Society, undertook an 
extensive expedition £0 the Upper Reaches of the Chindwin River in 
Northern Burma, with a view to collecting Mammals, Birda, Reptiles, 
Amph i blans and FUh. The services of Mr* C, McCan n. .4ssistan t Curator, 
and Mr, A. Fernandes* asalstaut in the Mammal Department* weie loaned 
to Mr. Vemay W the period of three monthsp No collecting had ever 
been done in the greater part of the area visited by the expedition, 
Mr. C* C. SHortridge, one of the collectors of the Mammal Survey 
conducted by the Bombay Natural History Society, made a collection of 
mammaU along the banka of the Chindwin River as far north as Stngkafing 
Hkamti In 19] 4. A report of this collection appealed in the Society s 
Journal Volume XXlV page 291. The present expedition started from 
Nanyaseikand worked its way in a northwesterly direction, finally turning 
north till it reached Dalu (or Taro)* The most northerly point reached 
was the Partip Gorge, some 30 miles above Dalup From Dalu the 
expedition travelled in a sou I her ly direction, collecting along both banks 
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of tJic CKmdwln as far as Monywa, from which point k returned to * 

Rangoon. A large collection waa made which will be worked out 
in the American Museum of Naturo] History, Htw York. Such 
duplicate material as is available will he pn^ritcd in course of lime to 
the Museum. 

/Issrsf^^nce to PMic Departmmls, Mmernis etc. —As usual the various 
departments ol the Natural History Section assisted public bodies and 
private individuals by way of identification of various animals, birds» 
reptiles, insects, etc. 

Pfoteciim of Wild life: —An interesting development of the whole 
question was the recent Inter Provincial Conference canvened by the 
Government of India at Delhi hs January 1935, The Curator 
Mr. S, H, Prater was deputed to attend the Conferenct as the unofficial 
representative of the Governmenl of Bombay and the official 
representative of the Bombay Natural Hisiory Society. 

The conference was instrumental in making a nutnher of detailed 
recommendations for the better protection of wild animals both inside 
and outside forest areai. If these recommendations are accepted and 
put into force by the varioui Provincial Governments, much will have 
been accomplkbcd to improve the deplorable conditions which exkt 
in many parts of the country. But while the G>fiference made numerous 
recommendations of detail many important points remain unsettled. 
Among these is the need of sanctuaries wherever necessary for giving 
permanent shelter to wild life. Equally impoitant is the question of 
providing, a Came Warden and staff within the Forest Department for 
administering the laws of protect ion to wild animals. To fix the 
responsibility on an already overworked and under staffed depertmenl 
without providing it with adequate means to enforce these laws will not 
improve the position. The saine holds good regarding the protection 
of animal life outside forest areas, where their destruction is now greatest^ 
Mere legislation without the means to enforce it, is quite useless in 
preventing the destruction of wild life both in and out of season outside 
forest areas. 

Imperial Counci! of Agricuthrml RexarcL—A monograph on the grasses 
of the Bombay Presidency was w/iitem by Revd* Father Blatter and 
* Mr. C, McCann, Assistant Curator of the Museum wbicb is being 
published by ibe Imperia! Council of Agricultura) Research. 

Manutial Gallery. 

In view of the impending transfer of the collections to the New Wing 
of tbe Museum now under construction, ill major work in this Depart¬ 
ment was postponed, Tht transfer will unfortunately imply the breaking 
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down of the plaiter backgrounds of the latge group cases; it will be 
possible howevef to use the ground work and acccssofiej in the new 
groups which ai t to be built. 

A scale model of the new' Mammal Caller)' was constiuctcd in which 
miniature cases were built to give a definite idea as to their arrangement 
in the future gallery. Experiments were also tarried out in the model to 
provide a pleasing and harmonious colour scheme for the show cases and 
walls. Much time and labour was given to planning the detailed arrange- 
ment of the cases and the exhibits. 

The Assistant of this Gallery was principally engaged in attending to 
the reference collection. Numerous flat skins in the collection were made 
up into cabinet specimens. 

Among the notable acquisitions during the year were the bones of a 
large Baleen Whale which was washed up at Colaha during the month of 
May, Our thanks are due to the Bombay Municipality for the assistance 
they lendcred in obtaining the specimen. 

Bird Gallery. 

In picparatlon for the transfer of the exhibits to the New Wing the 
alteration and remodelling of the existing coses was taken in hand early 
during the year. This was made possible owing to the nature of the 
exhibits which are mostly small. The existing show cases were tut down 
to suit their proposed arrangement in the future gallery. The frame woik 
and the backgrounds of the coses were suitably painted so os to show the 
specimens off to better advantage, A new system of arrangement has 
been adopted and also a new method of labelling the exhibits. In place 
of the printed paper labels which hod to he constanlly renewed due to 
discolouration of the paper, the method of printing on cellophan; backed 
with glass was adopted. Apart from the better legibility and cleanness 
of the labels, such labels enhance the htaiily of the case, as they aro less 
ohstrusivc. Some of the completed cases aie now on exhibition in the 
Gallery. In many instances old and badly mount^ sperimens have 
been replaced by new one* and many of the gaps which occurred before 
owing to lack of space have been filled in, 

The wall cases containing the claisilied scries of birds arc alternat^ with 
small groups lllustratins ihe nesting habits etc. of spcci« seen in the 
adjoining coses. The arrangement adds greatly to the intcrcsl of the 
exhibits. The whole plan and lay out of the gallery when complct^ 
will be vet y pleasing and attractive. The north end of the Gallery will 
contain three large groups with curved backgrounds. 

Efforts are being made to obtain material illustrating the nesting of 
.Ramingoes in the Runn of Cutch which will form the subject of thecentral 
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^ oup^ Ainong the kird^ mounted duiing the year are* a specimen of the 
Spot-Bill Duct (Anas poedkTh^ba), a Grey Lag Coosa (Amcr amtr) 
HOT a Testing group of Brovk^n Wood-Peelcer (Mfcrcp/ermu 
The^ birds usually select the glohuUt nest o( a vicious black tree ant as a 
nesting site and provide one of tbe moat remarkable instances of anima] 
partiiership in Nature. 

Among the more important acrtuisitioii during the yeai was a further 
contribution of 21 s|>edmens of birds from the material collected by the 
^rvey of the Eastern Ghats; two specimens of the Mandarin Duck 
(Ai^ gakrkutata) presented by Mr. C- Gimson from the Manipur Stale ; 
Md a specimen of the Long-tailed Duck {Clangtila hffcmatis) b> A. E. L. 
Drec^e fipm Cliamani Balucbistan. This is the first recorded occurrence 
of this species within Indian limits. 


Reptile and Fish Gallery, 

Further lizaids from the reference collections were sent to Dr, htalcolin 
the British Museum. He is at present engaged on the revtsion 
^Boulengers Volume on Reptiles in the Faimi of British India series. 
The first and second Volume.; have already appeared. 

cataloguing and rearrangement of the reference collection of 
lizards was completed. 

The cast of the Leathcr-hacked Turtle (Dtmochtlyi coTiacco) vvas 
completed during the year and placed on exhibition. 

Thanks to the continued generosity of Mr. F. V. Evans, we were ahk 
to continue the pieparation of casts of Marine Fishes of the West Giast, 
24 ^rther casts were completed and ■will be exhibited when new cases arc 
available. 

Like the Bird Gallery^ the Reptile and Fish Gallciy is undergoing le- 
modelLu^ to adapt the piesmt ahow cases and exhibits to the future 
gallery in the Wing* The gallery in the new wmg allows for a 
better afrangcrant and expansion of the exhibits compared with the 
cramped condition of this gallery at present.

Inaect and Invertebrate Gallery. 

Lack of a<xommodation in thU gallery prevented further expansion.

Numeious specimens were received hy u* foi idendficatlonp partkularly 
those of economic importance. In this way assistance was rendered to 
those seeking it* 

Among the more important contiibutlons to the Inaect collection was a 
collection of several hundred insects collected dining the monsoon of this 
year by Mr. C» McCann from Saleettc. This collection is of particular 
interest as it i^hows the progress of Insect life during the f oui months of the 
rains. 

Mr. T* R. Bell of Karwai presented nine store boxes full of moths, 
lieetles. wasps etc^ and also a specimen of a Hawk Moth and a nest of 
/cAneti^ds/er exima with 12 w^osps of which one is a male. 

Publications by the Staff. 

Mr. S. H. Praterf the Curator of the Mu^um^ published Part 11 of the 
serial entitled Wild AiTimals of the Indian Empire and the Problem of 
ihcif Protection in the journal of the Eombay Natural History Society* 
The part deals w^ith the Deer and Antelope. The purpose of these articles 
IS to provide a w'ell illmtrated poputar handbook of the animals of the 
Indian Empire w'ith a view to educating public opinion and creating a 
wider Interest in the preservation of wild life. To give vvidef publicity 
to the question, the articles are being issued separately in pamphlet form. 
A large number of copies have been distributed to various agencies and 
individuals and the publication has received wide attention both in the 
English and Vernacular papers. 

Mr, C. McCann, the Assistant Curator, published an inteiesting note on 
the habits of the Rying Fox. The ground under the fruit trees where 
these bats have Fed ovci night is generally covered with wholly or partially 
chewed fruit. These were wTongSy been taken to be their droppings. 
From careful ohservallon and examLnation of the itomach contents of the 
specimen* the aulhoi was led to the concluskm that these bats live 
excluiively on the neclar, fruit juioei and such fruits as tiquity easily in 
the mouth. No solids pass into the stomach of the hat. Here then is

Mr. McCann also contributed anolher Botanical paper to the pages of 
the Journal of the Bombay Natural History Society entitled " Observaliona 
on C^fniaphytltm dmntrsttm L. In this paper the author dealt with the 
status of the Indian species of Csrahphyllum and has added niimeroua 
Held c^>servations. *
